Report ot Superintendent of Schools. 


The School Board respectfully submits the annual 
report on the condition of the schools, to the citizens of 
Strafford School District. | 

We are pleased to state that the schools throughout 
the year, have been very satisfactory, not only to the 
School Board but to parents also. 

The teachers have labored faithfully for the ad- 
vancement of the pupils and well deserve the apprecia- 
tion and support of all citizens. 

The attendance in some schools has not been quite 
as good as we would like, but we hope that in the com- 
ing year, parents and guardians will arouse to the fact 
that irregular attendance not only retards the progress 
of the child but is detrimental financially to the*school, 
as the support from the state depends on the average 
daily attendance. 

Eleven schools have been maintained during the 
year, all of which (with one exception) have been in 
session thirty-one weeks. 

No. 5 school which has been closed for several 
years, was opened in September, consequently had only 
eighteen weeks of school. 

We have received a statement from Superintendent 
Morrison that under the new apportionment the School 
District of Strafford is required by law to raise for 
schools $1,260.00. In order to obtain State aid, the tax 
for school purposes must be $3.40 on a thousand dollars 
of equalized valuation. To bring our tax to this amount 
our District must raise by taxation a total of $2,748.00. 
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For further particulars we would respectfully refer to 
the school treasurer’s report and the following table of
